been recommended by a teacher, but I don't know who," 
she said. "I know there were about 125 applicants (state- 
wide) and I was one of 40 or 45 selected." 

Founded in 1956 by President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, People to People brings together people from 
different cultures in peace and friendship in the hope that 
each will better understand the other. Since its founding. 
People to People has launched many international pro- 
grams including Sister Cities and Project HOPE. 

Like all People to People Student Ambassadors, 
Ms. Sacco was carefully interviewed and evaluated before 
being selected for this honor. 

"Personally, I am looking forward to broadening 
my perspectives of the world and gaining a better under- 
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standing of Western European history and politics," she 
said. "Upon my return, I plan to share my experience with 
schools and civic clubs in our community." 

As a Student Ambassador, Ms. Sacco will also be 
eligible to earn high school and college credit because of 
the educational elements of the program. 

"I'm definitely planning on going to college, 
although I'm not sure what I'll be studying," Ms. Sacco 
said.

Animal Advice

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 

can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
foxmd and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eucanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues? 

If you have done the 3 steps described above and the dog still 
has diarrhea, it is time to have your veterinarian evaluate the 
dog and possibly perform additional tests in order to obtain 
a diagnosis.

The Mexican fantasist Guillermo del Toro has two careers. In Hol- 
lywood, he makes diverting but ultimately callow fare like Blade II and 
Hellboy. Back home, he crafts dark, thoughtful fables like Cronos, The 
Devil's Backbone, and now Pan's Labyrinth. I much prefer del Toro's 
Mexican work, away from Hollywood bean-counters who would insist 
on stripping the fairy-tale illogic from his films. "What's the deal with all 
the fascists?" they might say. "Can't the thing with eyes in his palms be 
nice? And why does it have to be in Spanish?" 

Set after the Spanish Civil War, when Franco was sending troops 
into the hills to smoke out any remaining rebels, Pan 's Labyrinth presents 
humanity at its cruellest and kindest. This is a world in which a little girl 
can stick a living mandrake root in a bowl of milk, put it under her ailing 
mother's bed, and feed it with her own blood so that her mom can get 
better. It is also a world in which a sadistic captain shows a prospective 
torture victim which tools he plans to use, and at which point in the pro- 
ceedings his victim's confession will finally be convincing. Crudely put, 
Pan 's Labyrinth is Schindler 's List meets Mirror Mask, in which the reality 
an imaginative girl seeks to escape through fantasy is harsh and foul, and 
sometimes the fantasy is, too. 

Carmen (Ariadna Gil) is pregnant with the child of the aforemen- 
tioned sadist. Captain Vidal (Sergi Lopez), who has insisted that she be 
delivered to the mill he and his men are protecting. Carmen brings her 
daughter Ofelia (Ivana Baquero), a 12-year-old girl from Carmen's pre- 
vious marriage to a now-deceased tailor. Ofelia hates her stepfather and 
hates that her beloved mother is stuck with him, but she loves her future 
brother, who hears Ofelia 's stories in the womb. Ofelia encounters some 
buzzing insectoid creatures, who soon resolve themselves into fairies out 
of one of Ofelia's books, and eventually they lead her into an enchanted 
labyrinth ruled by a growling faun. Here she receives three tasks, as if her 
life weren't complicated enough. 




Del Toro constructs Pan 's Labyrinth as two states of being, not always 
in opposition. The various creatures Ofelia meets, especially the ghastly 
one sitting at a banquet table just waiting for a hungry little girl to steal 
some grapes, are meant to be as terrifying as the ruthless fascist soldiers. 
Women are pushed around by males both human and inhuman. There's 
a sliver of hope in Captain Vidal's housekeeper Mercedes (the excellent 
Maribel Verdu, from Y Tu Mama Tambien), whose sympathy lies with 
the rebels. Is Ofelia's fantasy world real, or just in her head? It's real to 
her, and it's made real to us by virtue of its very unpleasantness. This is 
a fantasia only a traumatized little girl — or a director fascinated with 
monsters with horns and monsters in jackboots — could weave. 

The movie will probably strike some viewers as needlessly ugly and 
violent. I suppose we really didn't need the scene of a man's mouth wid- 
ened by a knife, and the subsequent scene wherein he stitches the wound 
in horror-movie close-up, not to mention the detail of his sipping a shot 
of whiskey that leaks out. Some of Pan's Labyrinth is almost punitively 
painful; these Mexican directors, like Alfonso Cuaron in Children of Men 
and Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu in Babel, spray the camera lens with gore 
(literally, in Cuaron's case) in the sanguinary Catholic tradition of a lot of 
Mexican art. Del Toro's fairy tales are red in tooth and claw; those who 
seek fizzier, stomach-calming seltzer at the movies are advised to look 
elsewhere. Others, like me, will surrender gratefully to the black and 
bloody enchantment.

You know a culture or society is in trouble when it 
ceases to retain a capacity for laughing at itself. 

I've noticed for some time now that we are becom- 
ing less and less tolerant of things that we should be 
readily brushing off with a shrug and a laugh. Many 
people these days are far too quick to let something 
relatively mundane raise their hackles and cry foul 
when they should be taking a step back, taking a deep 
breath, and looking at the situation within the proper 
context. 

For your consideration I humbly offer Exhibit A: a 
little something called American Idol. Yes, I reluctantly 
admit I've become more than a casual viewer of this 
television equivalent of watching a train wreck, and 
I have been following the early auditions this season 
which have garnered a lot of media attention for being 
"too mean" and "overly critical." 

And to those who have made these sharp allegations 
against the show, I would only ask: have you actually 
watched it? 

I mean, come on, for every true talent that comes 
along, there are litereally hundreds of sadly disillu- 
sioned people who strut out backed only by the kind 
words of friends and family members to squawk like 
a chicken and then take offense when the judges tell 
them they can't sing.

You know why I've never auditioned fox American 
Idol? Because I know I can 't sing. I couldn't carry a tune 
if it were packed neatly in a suitcase. And so I'm not 
going to waste my time or the show's time by defiantly 
auditioning and complaining that the judges are being 
"too mean" or "overly critical" when I don't make the 
cut.

Which brings me to Exhibit B: a lesser but equally 
troublesome story which probably passed under most 
people's radar last month as the holidays approached. 
Principal Paul Richards of Needham High School in 
Needham, MA announced he would cease publishing 
the names of students who made the honor roll because 
it contributed to students' stress levels in this "high 
expectations, high achievement culture." 

Ahem. What? 

So I guess Mr. Richards isn't much for any type of 
grading system then. In fact, I would hope that students 
at Needham High School aren't expected to take tests 
or complete assignments or, God forbid, meet any cri- 
teria to earn a diploma for fear they might get a little 
"stressed out" in the process. 

"That's right, Timmy, you showed up for class, sat 
in your chair, didn't learn a thing, but we're graduat- 
ing you anyway because you're breathing and you feel 
good about yourself, so here's a diploma! Good luck at 
Harvard!" 

Getting back to my original point, people re- 
ally need to stop hiding behind the offensive defense 
— "Oh, I'm offended by that" — and give themselves 
a reality check when it comes to their personal talents 
and level of achievement. Not everyone is going to be 
the best at everything. By the same token, if we stop 
gauging people's performance or treat everyone with 
the same kid gloves, how will anyone ever be able to 
excel and meet their goals in life?
